To the Taxpayers and Parents: 


We wish again to urge upon you the importance of bet- 
ter attendance of your children. Last year we drew from the 
State Special Fund $590 against $414 this year. This dif- 
ference is caused ina large part by children staying out of 
school, thereby decreasing’ the average attendance. This 
poor attendance equally decreases the Literary Fund. You 
can readily see that poor attendance decreases the amount of 
school moneys and very much decreases the usefulness of the 
school. A child out one or more days each week not only 
loses interest but prevents his class from making proper ad- 


ees

vancement. You must see that those children wha attend 
so irregularly ruin this advancement and seriously hinder 
those who attend regularly. 

The amount of money expended on books is far too 
large, why? Children are not instructed by their parents to 
use them carefully as they would be if the parents provided 
them. Books are left athome and never returned to school. 
A new book must be furnished the child. We estimate that 
nearly one-half of the money expended for books might be 
saved if each parent would givea little attention to this mat-
